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INTRODUCTION 

The history of Phi Delta Kappa has been characterized by an 
impulse of spontaneity and co-operation. The expression of her 
ideals, the formulation of her policies, and the organization of 
her plans, though springing from diverse and various sources, 
are already becoming integrated into a harmonious movement. 
Already there is such a definiteness and stability in the organiza- 
tion as to commend the organization to the educational world. 
This spontaneous growth has resulted from a clear-cut need for 
an organization of men who possess relatively mature ideas con- 
cerning the profession of education and who show a serious atti- 
tude toward its work. 

From the various accounts received from local historians, it is 
seen that certain rather interesting purposes prompted the men 
in the formation of the clubs, societies or orders which finally 
were amalgamated into Phi Delta Kappa. 

In the first place, there was a desire to secure a body of men 
who were congenial and who at the same time appreciated the 
need of an attitude of co-operative endeavor, coupled with good 
fellowship, in promoting education as a profession. In all cases, 
high standards were espoused for membership. 

In the second place, the purpose in organizing these men was 
to promote a wholesome interaction between theoretical educa- 
tion on the one hand and practical education on the other. 

In the third place, the fraternal and social spirit was fully 
recognized. By the cultivation of this attitude in departments of 
education, it was purposed to foster an exchange of spirit among 
members, so that opportunity might be given for training in 
leadership. In this third factor, we note the influences which 
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promote individuality and give opportunity for real social ser- 
vice. To learn the essentials of leadership was felt to be impera- 
tive. 

In the fourth place, the men who were active in these organiza- 
tions thought that one of the best criteria of their efficiency 
would be the impression they could make upon the various 
educational agencies operating in the state. This purpose aimed 
at social efficiency through a practical reaction to the problems 
of applied education. This, they thought, could be realized 
through communication with the strong men sent out to the 
various positions as teachers. Already it is seen that this contact 
with the men is effective in promoting a more appreciative atti- 
tude toward scientific education. 

In the fifth place, it was thought that such an organization of 
strong men could sooner or later impress its ideas upon the 
various agencies concerned with the promotion of efficient ser- 
vice in the schools of the state. It was the hope that the 
fraternity might do something toward directing the forces of 
education. 

A further purpose was to meet a recognized need for promot- 
ing research among school men and students of education. This 
thought is frequently expressed in the early, records of the 
societies. To promote research appeared to be a necessity, and, 
to accomplish this purpose, co-operation was considered the key- 
word. In no other way, it was thought, could the school man 
be stimulated to solve any phase of the educational problem. 

These purposes represent the more important ideas of the men 
who organized these clubs or societies. Other purposes 
incidental to these are expressed also, but space forbids further 
enumeration. 

The amalgamation of these various local efforts into a 
national movement is but an expression of the fundamental 
nature of these local purposes and ideas. 

II 

BEGINNINGS OF THE VARIOUS ORGANIZATIONS 
Phi Delta Kappa is the resultant of forces which by nature and 
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purpose have tended toward unity and integrity. The details of 
local organizations give ample evidence of this unanimity of 
thought and effort. The accounts given are necessarily brief, but 
it has been the purpose of the committee to show specifically 
certain facts concerning the establishment of local chapters. Only 
such interpretation is made as seems wholly warranted by these 
facts.* 

The University of Indiana 

The Indiana Chapter was organized as Pi Kappa Mu January 
24, 1906. Eight students, Jesse H. Hoskinson, Carl Henninger, 
W. T. Stevens, Joseph V. Breitwieser, Ezra T. Franklin, Louis 
F. Hillman, Joseph A. Williams, and W. E. Howard, constituted 
the group which met and completed the preliminary step for an 
organization that would give expression to the feeling then 
existent, remedy the lack of a close and effective fellowship 
on the part of teachers, and serve as a basis for national 
growth along educational lines. From this group, Jesse H. Hos- 
kinson was selected as the first president and Carl Henninger 
the first secretary. During the two years following, the oflSces of 
vice-president, treasurer, and corresponding secretary were 
created, and the men holding these offices for the first time were 
E. E. Rice (1908-1909), Charles F. Bradshaw (1907-1908), and 
James W. "Wilkinson (1908-1909), respectively. 

"The purpose originally set forth for the organization was a 
three-fold statement, containing the following points : That the 
society should be self -perpetuating, should be based on the funda- 
mental principles of fellowship, and should provide entertain- 
ment for the distinguished educators visiting the University." 
The organization believed "implicitly that the social life of the 
teacher should be cultured and developed," and the chapter gave 
definite opportunities for such growth. An additional doctrine, 
that of research, came later to be the most basic. The research 
and social purposes were to be carried beyond the chapter meet- 
ings to state teachers' meetings.

"The first meetings were occupied with debates on educational 
problems, and with devising ways and means for the entertain- 
ment of educators who came to the University to give 'free lec- 
tures' to the general student body. These meetings lacked the 

system of later developments, but they had in them 

the seeds of earnest and thoughtful consideration for the 
upbuilding jof a society fundamental in its principles, and 
destined to be a most potent factor in the future of pedagogical 
work." 

Columbia Univeesity 

A. meeting of four students of Teachers' College, Columbia 
University, was held in Earl Hall, April 6, 1908, to discuss "the 
advisability of forming an educational fraternity." As a result 
of this meeting and subsequent meetings, an organization was 
effected. This group was composed of six men, Michael Regan, 
David Rapaport, Charles EUiot, Judson L. Stewart, Robert W. 
Selvidge, and Frank W. Barber. Dr. David S. Snedden and 
Dr. Paul Monroe were, with the consent of Dean Russell, made 
advisory faculty members. The organization was completed on 
May 13, 1908. The officers elected were: president, David 
Rapaport; vice president, Frank W. Barber; secretary and 
treasurer, Michael Regan. 

A member of Columbia Chapter, William H. Lucas, in a com- 
munication, May, 1909, said: "Broadly speaking. Phi Delta 

Kappa, has two fundamental purposes: on the one hand, 

it has encouraged the social attitude amongst its members, bring- 
ing them into a closer bond of fellowship and co-operation ; on the 
other hand, it has emphasized the professional standing for the 
development and spread of the scientific study of education 
throughout our country and beyond." 

Leland Stanford, Junior, University 

The organization at Leland Stanford "crystallized" early in 
the school year of 1907-08, through the efforts of Clarence L. 
Phelps "who proposed and discussed it among the various mem- 
bers of the department with the view of perfecting it and event- 
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ually making the movement national among the Tiniversities of 
recognized standing having weU established departments of 
Education." It had been the plan of the men in the Department 
of Education at Stanford University to hold meetings for the 
discussion of educational problems. A committee, consisting of 
Clarence L. Phelps, Jesse B. Sears, and James 6. Bayley, con- 
ferred with Professor Cubberley as to the advisability of initiat- 
ing such a movement. At this time it was not known that any 
similar organization was in existence. 

With the arrival of Professor Bergstrom from Indiana Uni- 
versity in January, 1909, the men learned of the organization of 
Pi Kappa Mu at Indiana. Early in March of the same year, 
after considerable correspondence of the local club with Colum- 
bia and Indiana, "it was decided to apply for the granting of a 
charter of Pi Kappa Mu at Stanford provided that by the first 
week or so in April three other universities of recognized stand- 
ing would similarly pledge themselves." At a meeting held 
April 7, 1909, it was formally voted to "take immediate steps 
toward the establishment of a chapter of Pi Kappa Mu." 

Professor Bergstrom, "with the assistance of Professors Cub- 
berley and Davidson, initiated five men: Clarence L. Phelps, 
Harlow V. Greenwood, Jesse B. Sears, Homer W. Campbell, and 
Edward S. Bvenden." These men initiated others as follows: 
'James G. Bayley, William J. Meredith, J. R. Young, Albert 
Cobert, Marshall W. Fisher, Edward Jordan, Lucas F. Smith, 
Joseph 0. Gossett, Ervin E. Lewis, John S. Bolin, Edgar H. 
Price, and Herbert E. KnoUin. These three series of initiations, 
"held separately for the sake of convenience," were completed 
May 4, 1909. With the election of officers, the launching of the 
Cubberley Chapter of Pi Kappa Mu was completed. "The 
officers elected were: Arthur H. Heche, president; Homer W. 
Campbell, vice-president ; J. R. Young, secretary ; Albert Cobert, 
treasurer; Clarence L. Phelps, Edward B. Bvenden, and Edward 
Jordan, directors." 

The purpose of the organization accords with the notions 
already expressed. The members met to discuss educational 
problems, to cultivate personal acquaintance and promote friend- 
ship. They felt that the organization was unifying, "elevating 
professional ideas, furthering harmony of feeling, and concerting 
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action " To maintain "the highest ideals", to develop "a 

true professional spirit", and to devote "mind and heart to the 
cause of education" were considered as factors essential and 
worthy to command due respect for education and educationists. 

The Univbesity op Missouri 

The movement at Missouri "took definite form in the organiza- 
tion of a local society known as Nu Rho Beta " This 

organization was made February 23, 1909. The movement grew 
out of a feeling of need for such an organization expressed in 
the reactions of the upper classmen in the School of Education 
early in the session of 1908-09. Nu Rho Beta had no connection 
with either Phi Delta Kappa of Columbia or Pi Kappa Mu of 
Indiana, though correspondence, looking toward amalgamation, 
was begun early with these organizations. 

That the formation of the organization at this time introduced 
Nu Rho Beta into the negotiations between Phi Delta Kappa and 
Pi Kappa Mu, is evidenced by the fact that the Missouri repre- 
sentative of Nu Rho Beta was admitted to a seat in the council 
of amalgamation at Indianapolis in March, 1910. 

The charter members of the society were: Noble L. Garrison, 
who was secretary of the organization ; Albert Heinz ; Roy John- 
son, who was curator; George W. Kirk; Louis 0. Kunkel; Edgar 
D. Lee, the first vice-president ; and Clarence R. Stone, the first 
president.. President A. Ross Hill and Professors Merrett W. 
Charters, Junius L. Meriam, and Jesse H. Coursault, "were 
chosen as advisory and honorary members. Before the close of 
the year 1909 the list was increased to eleven active members." 

The Missouri Chapter has had regular meetings in which live 
educational problems have been discussed. It is encouraging 
"individual research along special professional lines" and is 
promoting "the scientific study of education." The promotion 
of the fraternal spirit is a definite purpose with this chapter. The 
publication of a news-letter, which was initiated at once as a 
function of the organization, is an important undertaking. 
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The State University of Iowa 

Contemporaneous with the movements at Stanford, Missouri, 
Chicago, and Minnesota, though independent of them, a confer- 
ence was held to discuss the advisability of initiating a movement 
in behalf of the scientific study of educational problems. It was 
during the winter of 1909 that these matters were discussed. 
Before any definite action was taken, communications were 
received from Wilford S. Miller of Pi Kappa Mu at Indiana and 
from William H. Lucas of Phi Delta Kappa at Columbia. 

At the call of Professor F. E. Bolton in May, 1909, a meeting 
was held at which it was decided to accept the invitation of 
Indiana. Iowa reserved the privilege of using her influence to 
promote the cause of one national fraternity. This attitude grew 
out of a feeling that the movement would be best facilitated if a 
compromise were made between Phi Delta Kappa and Pi Kappa 
Mu. Besides Professor Bolton, there were present at this meet- 
ing Forest C. Ensign and Herbert C. Dorcas from the faculty of 
the Department of Education, and George H. Mount, Jesse C. 
Richter, Charles L. Simmers, EoUand M. Stewart, and Ruel H. 
Sylvester, students in the Graduate College and the Department 
of Education. 

On June 1, 1909, the local chapter was established with 
fourteen active members and five honorary members, the honor- 
ary members being the above named faculty members. President 
George E. MacLean of the State University of Iowa, and Profes- 
sor Hugh S. Buffum of the North Dakota State Normal School. 
In addition to the graduate students mentioned above, two other 
graduate students, George C. Albright and Julian E. Butter- 
worth, and seven seniors who were just completing their work, 
Walter E. Hayer, Louis F. Hill, James 0. Perrine, Charles A. 
Smith, H. Hale Smith, Harry P. Smith, and Alf 0. Vaala were 
elected to charter membership. The first officers were : RoUand 
M. Stewart, president; George H. IMount, secretary; Julian E. 
Butterworth, treasurer. On July 24, 1909, twenty-two men were 
selected from a large enrollment of graduate students in the 
summer session. All of them were leading superintendents or 
teachers. 

It is the purpose of the Iowa Chapter to promote research 
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and, as one of the means of doing this, to encourage the bringing 
to the University of men distinguished in education. In co- 
operation with the Department of Education, the chapter has 
been fortunate in securing such men as Professor Charles H. 
Judd of Chicago and Professor Paul H. Hanus of Harvard. It 
is the further purpose of the chapter to encourage co-operative 
endeavor, to discuss and debate educational problems, and to aid 
alumni in the field by keeping them in touch with the work of 
the University. 

Minnesota University 

The idea of organizing a professional fraternity in education 
at Minnesota was the result of a conference of a small group of 
men composed of Austin S. Edwards, N. R. RingdaU, Albert N. 
Gilbertson, and William W. Norton. Mr. Edwards had come 
from Columbia University, and had introduced the notion of 
such a society. Plans were made to perfect the local organiza- 
tion and to make formal application in the fall of 1909 for a 
charter in Phi Delta Kappa. 

Professors Fletcher H. Swift, A. W. Rankin, and James B. 
Miner were chosen from the faculty. A group of twelve members 
made application for a charter in Phi Delta Kappa, which was 
granted in February, 1910, to the above named men. In addition 
to these men, the following were on this charter list : Edward G. 
Quigley, Joseph J. Mach, Francis E. Critchett, Richard A. 
Graves, and Walter 6. Kingsford. Austin S. Edwards was the 
first president and Williams W. Norton the first secretary- 
treasurer. 

According to the by-laws, regular meetings are to "be held on 
the first and third Tuesdays of each month during the school 
year." It is the purpose of the society to promote the work in 
the University of Minnesota in accord with the nature and pur- 
pose of the fraternity as expressed in the constitution. The first 
meeting in each month is literary. The organization began with 
considerable enthusiasm and the members are expecting that it 
will make a place for itself in the life of the University. 
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Chicago University 

William H. Lucas, a representative of Phi Delta Kappa in 
Columbia University, came to the University of Chicago in the 
summer of 1909. A conference was held with the faculty, which 
resulted favorably to the organization of a chapter at Chicago. 
Mr. Lucas returned to the University of Chicago in the faU of 
1909. On November 20, Mr. Lucas explained to a group of men 
the purposes and advantages of Phi Delta Kappa. At the same 
time "Dr. William B. Owen, Principal of the Chicago Normal 
School, spoke on the social and educational values of such an 
organization. The group met again on the following day and 
was formally organized by Mr. Lucas as Gamma Chapter of Phi 
Delta Kappa." 

Those who constituted the group of charter members were: 
Walter C. Campbell, Ealph B. Carter, Bldo L. Hendricks, George 
R. Johnson, Julius F. McDonald, Walter P. Morgan, Claude A. 
Phillips, Atho Bowman Staples, Samuel J. Staples, and Earnest 
A. Wreidt. Walter P. Morgan was elected president. Earnest A. 
Wreidt, vice-president, and Eldo L. Hendricks, secretary-treas- 
urer. All these members were graduate students in education. 
"Every man testified to the value of the organization. The ex- 
pression is general that its benefits are paralleled only by the 
work of the class rooms and laboratories." 

The chapter initiated the plan of meeting the first and third 
Saturday evenings. These meetings were "alternately educa- 
tional and social in character. The educational meetings of the 

quarter centered about an ideal course of study for high 

schools. Contributions to this study (were) significant of 

the scientific spirit" which characterized the School of Education. 
"The social meetings have emphasized the spirit of fraternity 
and good fellowship. ' ' 

A two-fold purpose has characterized the movement in Chicago 
as in other societies: an opportunity to express the scientific 
spirit of research, and the promotion of a feeling of fraternity 
and good fellowship. The ideals of the chapter coincide with the 
spirit of the School of Education, and through this co-operation 
there is a splendid outlook for wholesome development. 
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III 
THE NATIONAL ORGANIZATION 

It is clear from the foregoing accounts of the developments in 
local chapters that there was an impulse toward the establish- 
ment of some correlating and co-ordinating society in education. 
The early expressions of Indiana and Columbia were met by 
similar movements, already initiated or nascent, in other insti- 
tutions. The spirit characteristic of true impulse, namely, ex- 
pansion, was dominant in these early movements. It was more 
the result of a commonly felt need than of a selfish desire of any 
institution to have the distinction of launching a national 
organization. This tendency toward a definite organization, 
which was to become national, seemed inevitable. The activities 
of Indiana and Columbia to extend their organizations was handi- 
capped by the conservatism of most of the institutions with whom 
they had communicative relations. 

Almost every charter chapter has expressed itself definitely 
that the idea of a national organization should be paramount to 
any local movement. In May, 1909, Phi Delta Kappa of Colum- 
bia, through William H. Lucas, gave expression to the notion of 
the formation of independent societies where such had not yet 
been formed. Mr. Lucas thought that representatives from a 
large number of independent societies would be better able to 
secure the unification of the interests of the college-trained men 
who were looking toward the field of educational services than 
could only a few societies. This thought found hearty reception 
everywhere, but conservatism prevented the committees of local 
societies from endorsing either Phi Delta Kappa of Columbia or 
Pi Kappa Mu of Indiana. In this connection special mention 
must be made of the activities of Nu Rho Beta, a society already 
mentioned as organized at Missouri. Nu Rho Beta was energetic 
in trying to get Pi Kappa Mu and Phi Delta Kappa to terms of 
agreement, and this society had secured a promise of co-operation 
on the part of representatives of several leading institutions. 
This activity no doubt affected the negotiations then going on. 

During the spring and fall of 1909, various attempts were 
made to secure a merging of Phi Delta Kappa and Pi Kappa Mu. 
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This seems to have been facilitated by the attitude of certain Pi 
Kappa Mu men who were students in Teachers' College, Colum- 
bia, at the time specified. Through these negotiations, it was felt 
that the amalgamation could be secured by mutual agreement. 
However, the matter of how both organizations should be repre- 
sented in a preliminary council caused some further delay. It 
was decided, however, that representatives, one each from Phi 
Delta Kappa and Pi Kappa Mu, should confer on the various 
proposals of agreement. The following motion from the records 
of Columbia is here presented through the kindness of the Colum- 
bia Chapter. This resolution was made on January 8, 1910. 

"Moved: 1. That Bergstrom Chapter (Indiana) of Pi Kappa 
Mu be asked to appoint a representative to meet a representative 
of Alpha Chapter of Phi Delta Kappa (Columbia) to make a 
tentative arrangement looking to the amalgamation of the two 
national educational societies, if such amalgamation could possi- 
bly prove at all satisfactory to both societies. 

"2v That recommendations of this conference be presented 
to the sister chapters of Phi Delta Kappa for ratification or dis- 
approval. 

"3. That this conference be held as soon as possible before the 
proposed fraternity conference that has been spoken of in con- 
nection with the meeting of the National Educational Associa- 
tion at Indianapolis February, 1910." 

It is clear from the correspondence reviewed that it was gen- 
erally felt that real progress would not be made until some such 
agreement had been reached and an amalgamation effected. The 
main obstacle to expansion on the part of either organization was 
the uncertainty as to the outcome. Institutions which early 
in the movement showed interest, became lukewarm when 
there became a possibility of two national organizations. The 
conference between Phi Delta Kappa and Pi Kappa Mu, repre- 
sented respectively by "Walter A. Jessup and Charles Reinohl, 
was the first effective step toward amalgamation. In the words 
of the historian of the Columbia Chapter, "the history of the 
tentative agreement reached by these men is the history of the 
National Council. ' ' The same spirit is typified in the attitude of 
Indiana, and no little credit is due Missouri for her efforts in 
bringing the forces together; for it is evident that further post- 
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ponement would have contributed to disintegration. The amal- 
gamation seemed wise even though only seven institutions were 
represented. 

The articles of agreement drawn up by Messrs. Miller and 
Jessup are as follows : 

1. The new fraternity is to be called Phi Delta Kappa. 

2. Indiana is to have Alpha Chapter. 

3. The official emblem is to be the pin proposed by Columbia 
and now the official emblem of Phi Delta Kappa. 

4. The Indiana Chapter shall nominate the first national 
president. 

5. Columbia shall nominate the first national secretary. 

6. The ritual of Pi Kappa Mu is to be revised to suit the 
word "Delta." 

7. The new national constitution is to be written by Indiana 
and Columbia. (Revised in joint national council to read: The 
new national constitution is to be written by Pi Kappa Mu and 
Phi Delta Kappa.) 

8. The history of the organization is to be a true and com- 
plete history of the movement, and is to be printed along with 
the constitution or ritual of the national organization. 

The joint call issued by the Alpha chapters of these two fra- 
ternities on February 21, 1910, brought together at Indianapolis, 
on March 1 following, representatives of the six chapters : Colum- 
bia, Minnesota, and Chicago of Phi Delta Kappa; and Indiana, 
Leland Stanford, and Iowa of Pi Kappa Mu. Nu Rho Beta of 
Missouri was, upon its petition, allowed membership in the con- 
ference after the eight articles had been passed. The attitude of 
all the chapters at this first national conference was one of co- 
operation and good fellowship. The National Council resolved 
itself into a committee of the whole for the purpose of discussing 
a constitution. A sub-committee consisting of Messrs. Jessup 
and Miller was appointed to draft a new constitution from the 
original constitutions of Pi Kappa Mu and Phi Delta Kappa. 
The Council then adjourned to meet March 2 at 11 o'clock. It 
was hoped that the report of the sub-committee "might contain 
most of the fundamental principles upon which the fraternity 
should be based." The Council met at 11 o'clock and considered 
carefuUy the constitution provided by the sub-committee. Ad-

joumment was taken until 5 o'clock, p. m., at which time the 
conunitee of the whole met as the National Council. 

The National Council accepted the report of the committee of 
the whole and the following names were signed to a typewritten 
copy of the constitution: Wilford S. Miller, Indiana Univer- 
sity; Walter A. Jessup, Columbia University; Noble L. Garrison, 
Missouri University ; Jesse B. Sears, Stanford University ; A. W. 
Eankin, Minnesota University; George H. Mount, Iowa Univer- 
sity. Mr. Mount signed the constitution with the reservation 
that he could not guarantee that his chapter would ratify the act. 
Mr. Hendricks, of Chicago University, not having been author- 
ized by his chapter to sign a constitution, also declined to do so, 
but assured the Council that personally he was in entire sympa- 
thy with aU that had been done. 

The election of officers followed, resulting in the following 
selection : 

President, James W. Wilkinson, of Indiana University. 

Vice-President, Gustav S. Petterson, of Minnesota University. 

Secretary, Walter A. Jessup, of Columbia University. 

Treasurer, Noble L. Garrison, of Missouri University. 

Member Executive Committee, J. R. Young, of Leland Stan- 
ford University.* 

The main work of the Council during the remainder of its 
sitting consisted in providing for the perfecting of the organiza- 
tion through committees, in harmony with the constitution, the 
articles of agreement , and the further proceedings of the Coun- 
cil. The executive committee was authorized to appoint a secre- 
tary to write the history of the fraternity; and with Indiana as 
Alpha Chapter, the chapters were to be designated according to 
the facts of history. A committee on ritual was appointed, con- 
sisting of representatives from Indiana, Iowa, and Leland Stan- 
ford. The exact pin used at Columbia was made the official pin 
of the national fraternity; the executive committee was empow- 
ered to secure a charter and a seal for the National Council, and 
was further empowered to act with full authority in regard to 
receiving new chapters with whom negotiations had been 
carried on."

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SECOND NATIONAL COUNCIL 

The meeting of the second National Coimcil was held in Mo- 
bile, Alabama, February 24, 1911. The chapters represented 
were: Indiana, Columbia, Minnesota, Iowa, Chicago, and Mis- 
souri. Leland Stanford was the only chapter not having a 
delegate present. 

The credentials of the following representatives of the Council 
were approved : Otto L. Kunkel, Missouri ; Holland M. Stewart, 
Iowa ; Grustav S. Petterson, Minnesota ; Lotus D. Coffman, Colum- 
bia; Walter P. Morgan, Chicago; and James "W. Wilkinson, 
Indiana. In the report of the secretary, the Council was in- 
formed: that Iowa and Chicago had ratified the constitution 
since the Indianapolis meeting of the Council; that the matter 
of preparing a ritual had been delayed, so that there was no 
ritual in the hands of the national secretary ; that the complete 
history provided for in the former Council, had been in the hands 
of the secretary only a few weeks and could not be presented to 
the CoHncil in adequate shape; and that petitions had been re- 
ceived from Cornell and Harvard Universities. 

The matter of historical data was disposed of by the appoint- 
ment of a committee composed of Holland M. Stewart, of Iowa, 
chairman ; Otto L. Kunkel, of Missouri ; and Walter P. Morgan, 
of Chicago. In the Council of 1910, provision had been made 
that the history of the organization was to determine the naming 
of the chapters ; that is, on basis of the beginnings of the move- 
ment, Indiana was to have Alpha Chapter. It was proposed and 
passed in the second Council that the history be written as prev- 
iously arranged, but that the naming of the chapters be as fol- 
lows: Indiana Chapter of Phi Delta Kappa, Columbia Chap- 
ter, and so forth. Provision was made, however, that should 
Indiana not consent to this change, the first provision should be 
followed. 

Petitions from Cornell, Harvard, and Illinois were presented. 
The Cornell and Harvard petitions were accepted, and chapters 
were ordered installed. The Illinois petition was rejected because 
it contained the names of both men and women. Mr. Edwards 
of Cornell was authorized to install the Cornell Chapter, and the 
Columbia Chapter was authorized to install the Harvard Chapter. 
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At this point in the proceedings, the matter of incorporating 
was presented by President Wilkinson. It was resolved to in- 
corporate, and to revise the constitution so that its form would 
accord with the form advised by legal authority. It was pro- 
vided that the National Council incorporate in the state of 
Indiana, in part for the reason that under the circumstances, it 
was most convenient and in a part as a recognition of Indiana's 
consent to the new provision of designating the chapters. 

The Council further provided for a committee on ritual com- 
posed of the representatives of Indiana, Leland Stanford, and 
Iowa, with Stewart of Iowa, chairman, which should present a 
provisional ritual "with the understanding that its final revision 
and adoption should occur at the Council meeting in 1912." 

IV. 

BEGINNINGS AT CORNELL AND HARVARD 
UNIVERSITIES 

Cornell University 

In the fall of 1910, Austin S. Edwards of Columbia 
Chapter, at that time a graduate student in Cornell, con- 
ferred with Professors De Garmo, Bristol, and Whipple, and 
with a few of the most desirable men enrolled in the School of 
Education. After several preliminary meetings, a temporary 
society was formed and a tentative constitution was prepared. 
Mr. Edwards was chosen acting chairman and Leonard D. Good- 
enough acting secretary. 

The charter members of this organization were: Charles 
DeGarmo, George P. Bristol, Guy M. Whipple, of the faculty;. 
William S. Foster, Henry Mayer, Arthur S. Mathewson, Leon- 
ard D. Goodenough, Mark E. Penney, Edgar A. Doll, Charles H. 
Williams, and Austin S. Edwards of the students. The first 
officers were: Austin S. Edwards, president; Charles DeGarmo, 
vice-president; Edgar A. Doll, secretary; Austin S. Edwards, 
corresponding secretary; Leonard D. Goodenough, treasurer; 
Guy M. Whipple, Mark E. Penny, and Austin S. Edwards, board 
of directors. 
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Harvard University 

"Walter A. Jessup, secretary of the National Council, ap- 
proached Professor Hanus concerning the organization of a chap- 
ter of Phi Delta Kappa fraternity at Harvard. This was about 
January 1, 1911. Professor Hanus favored the idea and gave Mr. 
Jessup the names of three men in the Education Department at 
Harvard : Frank W. Ballou, Allan Abbott, and Thomas C. Mc- 
Cracken. Several were added to the group as information con- 
cerning the project was secured. Various letters of interest in 
clearing the conceptions of the Harvard men were exchanged 
between Mr. Ballou and Mr, Abbott for Harvard, and Professor 
Paul Monroe, Professor Suzzallo, and Mr. Jessup for the fra- 
ternity. 

"A petition was sent to the National Council of Phi Delta 
Kappa, which met at Mobile, February 24, 1911, asking that a 
chapter be formed at Harvard and a charter be granted for the 
same. This petition was granted and after proper by-laws had 
been passed and other necessary preparations had been made, the 
chapter was formally organized. 

"The National Council authorized the Columbia Chapter to 
install the Harvard Chapter. Jesse B. Sears was appointed to 
make the installation, and performed that duty on the evening 
of May 26, 1911, after a dinner which was served in the Harvard 
Union. Professor Cubberley of Leland Stanford and Mr. Sears 
of Columbia were the guests of the evening. Congratulatory 
telegrams were received from the Chicago, Minnesota, Indiana, 
Missouri, and Iowa chapters, and from the National Council. 

"The purposes of the chapter are in accord with those set forth 
, in the constitution. The by-laws provide that regular meetings 
shall be held on the second and fourth Friday evenings of each 
month. One of these meetings is private and given over to 
sociability and the informal discussion of educational questions of 
particular interest to the members of the Chapter. The other 
meeting takes somewhat the form of a department conference 
with a speaker of prominence and an informal discussion of the 
topic presented." 

The charter members of the chapter were : Frank W. Ballou, 
Henry W. Holmes, Allan Abbott, Charles C. McCraeken, Bid- 
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ridge Smith, Nahtim Leonard, Thomas C. McCracken, Antonios 
P. Sawidis, Frank V. Thompson, Ira A. Flinner, Hubert V. 
CoryeD, Harvey S. Cruver. The first ofSeers of the Harvard 
Chapter were : Frank W. Ballou, president ; Allan Abbott, vice- 
president; Charles C. MeCracken, recording secretary; Eldridge 
Smith, corresponding secretary ; Nahum Leonard, treasurer. 

THE THIRD NATIONAL COUNCIL 

The third meeting of the National Council was held in St. 
Louis, Missouri, February 27 and 28, 1912. All chapters except 
Leland Stanford, Junior, were represented in the organization 
of the Council. The proxy of Leland Stanford, Junior, deposited 
with the Missouri delegate, was accepted by the Council. The 
credentials of the delegates were approved and the following 
were given seats in the Council: Charles W. Finley, Chicago; 
Ervin E. Lewis, Columbia; Charles De Garmo, Cornell; Frank 
V. Thompson, Harvard; Julian E. Butterworth, Iowa; "William 
A. Hacker, Indiana; Gustav S. Petterson, Minnesota; John W. 
Oliver, Missouri. 

Following the organization of the Council, the business of the 
meeting was taken up. Two committees. History and Ritual, 
appointed by the Council of 1911, reported. The committee on 
the history of the Phi Delta Kappa movement made two reports, 
one on the history proper and one recommending the appoint- 
ment of a general historian. Both of these reports were ac- 
cepted, the latter subject to ratification by the chapters. 

The report of the committee appointed to present a ritual was 
also accepted. This report, however, proposed the acceptance, as 
tentative, of the ritual presented, and further recommended that 
a committee of three be appointed, one a member of the old com- 
mittee, to investigate the workings of the tentative ritual among 
the chapters, to suggest modifications, to make experiments, and 
to report to the next meeting of the Council their findings and 
recommendations. Leland Stanford, Junior, was asked to select 
the chairman of the committee. John D. Houser was thus 
selected by the Stanford Chapter. Harvard and Chicago were 
the other chapters named for the committee. 
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Under a discussion of petitions f oi; new chapters, the Council 
provided for the installation of chapters at Kansas and Califoi;- 
nia. A petition from Kappa Delta Pi of Illinois was read. It 
was proposed by Illinois that Phi Delta Kappa and Kappa Delta 
Pi be amalgamated. Since Kappa Delta Pi asked for the admis- 
sion of women, the Council asked that she be informed that such 
amalgamation was impossible since this action, on the terms sug* 
gested, would violate the constitution of Phi Delta Kappa. 

Among other items of business handled by the Council, the 
following were passed upon favorably: the publication of a 
brief history of the organization and roster of membership ; the 
appointment of a committee, of which Mr. Thompson was to be 
chairman, for the purpose of reporting at the next Council on 
certain ambiguities in the constitution; the appointment of a 
committee to report at the next Council on the feasibility and 
plan of modifying the official emblem; a provision for the 
auditing of the treasurer's books; and the binding of the pro- 
ceedings and correspondence of the Council to date. 

The spirit and thought displayed in the Council are evidence 
that the fraternity has a valuable function to perform. The re- 
ports from the several chapters are suggestive of aggressiveness. 
The general plans agreed upon are a promise of a successful 
year's development.
